Ex-President’s Statement 
Is Viewed as Bid for Re- 
turn to White House.

An early statement by President

—was predicted today in inner admin- 
istration circles.

other questions in speeches during the 
western trip he will make after con- 
gress adjourns. 

The- demand by the former presi- 
dent for a declaration of administra- 
tion intentions toward the constitu- 
tion set up a flurry of guessing in 
Washington comparable in some ways 
to the 1927 “I do not choose to run” 
statemene by Calvin Coolidge. ; 

. Many called his statement a direct 
bid for the nomination. Others said 
he simply was voicing his dislike for 
the New Deal and that a desire for 
the presidential nomination did not in- 
spire his statement.

JAP MILITARY LEADER 
SLAIN BY SUBORDINATE 


High Command Moves Swift- 
ly To Prevent Dangerous 
Reactions. 


TOKYO, Aug. 12.—)—Japan’s 
director of militarfy affairs, Lieuten- 
ant General Tetsuzan Nagata, was 
slain by a sabre thrust from a subordi- 
nate officer today and military au- 
thorities immediately planned’ steps 
to cope with any reverberations. 

Lieutenant Colonel Aizawa, who, 
the- war office stated, killed Nagata 
during an argument in the latter's 
rooms, was arrested. Immediately the 
minister and vice minister of war and 
other high army officials met to dis- 
cuss the situation. 

Although authorities were reticent, 
it was believed the quarrel resulted 
from discontent among officers fol- 
lowing the recent ouster of General 
Jinzaburo Mazaki as director general 
of military education. 

This ouster made the 82-year-old 
Nagata virtual administrative head of 
the army last July and was accom- 
panied by a shake-up among divisional 
commafders and other high officers. 

General Senjuro Hayashi, the min- 
ister of war. was reported to have of- 
fered to resign and assume responsi- 
bility for events leading up to to- 
day’s killing. It was considered doubt- 
ful, however, that the resignation 
would be accepted. 

Nagata, regarded as one of the most 
able army men in Japan, was a strong 
supporter of the war minister, and it 
was Nayashi’s faction that succeeded 
in ousting Nazaki., 

Colonel Niimi was reporting to 
General Nagata on gendarimerie af- 
fairs when Colonel Aizawa arrived at 
Nagata’s rooms, Aizawa, an accom- 
plished fencer, attacked Nagata and 
Colonel Niimi was seriously wounded 
in attempting to protect hig superior 
officer.

With but seven sections of the huge 
measure out of the way, another meet- 
ing was called for tomorrow. Section 
11, the “death sentence” clause, will 
be passed over temporarily, Wheeler 
said, and agreement sought first on 
Section 13 about which rages another 
warm dispute, 

This section in fhe house bill pro- 
vides that the Securities Exchange 
Commission and the Federal Power 
Commission shall make rules and reg- 
ulations covering the performance of 
service contracts for operating compa- 
nies by companies which are affili- 
ates or subsidiaries of the holding 
company. : 

Regulation Broadened. 

In the senate bill, this section goes 
further with a requirement that serv- 
ice companies not so affiliated must 
be chartered and closely regulated by 
the Securities Exchange Commission. 

Due to a multiplicity of other con- 
flicts, private estimates were that 
weeks would be required to reach a 
complete agreement, even of those sec- 
tions not associated with the dead- 
locked “death sentence” issue.

Plans for erecting a new juvenile 
detention home and an infirmary for 
bedridden unemployables were promul- 
gated yesterday by the Fulton county 
welfare board as the winter program 
of relief occupied its attention. 

_At the same time W. Eugene Har- 
rington, chairman of the board, an- 
nouneed that relief for unemployables 
in College Park had been stopped be- 
cause of that suburb’s failure to co- 
operate in furnishing a share of the 
expenses. 

Harrington said the new infirmary 
will be built on county land as a 
WPA project, and will contain beds 
for 150 cases now being cared for in- 
dividually in private homes, 

“It will be less expensive and will 
be generally more satisfactory if all 
bedridden persons are cared for in a 
central infirmary,” the chairman sai. 
He pointed out that the menace to 
health from the diseases among these 
cneeeperebies will be materially re- 

uced, 

Dr. C. R. Adams, chairman of the 
county commission, is chairman of 
the committee which will complete 
plans for the infirmary,

A committee of the welfare board 
also took up the juvenile detention 
home plans to determine a feasible 
way of obtaining necessaty funds. 

Judge Garland Watkins, juvenile 
court judge, is aiding the board ir 
this work. Preliminary plans call for 
a new building to house the detentivn 
home and a juvenile courtroom. Judge 
Watkins has frequently pointed out 
the dire need of a more adequate home 
for delinquent children.

ATLANTA STORE SALES 
SHOW LARGE INCREASE 


Gain for July Over 1934 Is 
18 Per Cent for Federal. 
Reserve District. 


Atlanta and San Francisco federal 
reserve districts led the nation in 
increase of department store sales 
during July, according to a survey 
by the Federal Reserve Board which 
was released in Washington last night. 

Atlanta’s dollar value increase of 
sales for the month was 18 per cent 
greater than for the same month last 
year, while the nation’s sales averaged 
an increase of 14 per cent. — 

Simultaneously, it found aggregate 
sales for seven months of 1935 were 
3 per cent greater than the corre- 
sponding 1934 period. 

All federal reserve districts reported 
department store sales gains for July. 
They ranged from an 8 per cent in- 
crease in Boston to 18 per cent in 
Atlanta and San Francisco. For the 
seven-month period, however, Boston 
and New York showed _ respective 
losses of 2 and 1 per cent, while no 
change was reported by Philadelphia. 

The board’s seasonally adjusted in- 
dex of sales remained unchanged in 
July as compared with the previous 
month, at 80 per cent of the 1923-25 
average. ' 

The table shows percentages of 
change from a year ago, by reserve 
districts, as announced by the board.

Text of Talmadge Letter. 
The Governor's letter follows: 
My Dear Mr. Congressman: 
A news item appeared in the press 
of the state Sunday, making public a 
letter from President Roosevelt to you, 
dated August 6, 1935. 
In that letter, in paragraph 1, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt makes this statement: 
“Tt is reported that when the feder- 
al government stepped in and paid the 
teachers’ salaries in this amount, ap- 
proximately half a million dollars of 
state revenues which should have gone 
to the support of the schools were di- 
verted and used to pay off back debts 
of the state.” 
This statement is incorrect. There 
has never been any diversion of any 
of the school funds of the state of 
Georgia since I have been Governor 
of Georgia. 
President Roosevelt in paragraph 
5 makes the following statement: 
“Governor Talmadge has never made 
an official application for a special 
grant for teacher relief for the school 
year 1934-35.” 
This statement of President Roose- 
velt is also incorrect. 
An application was presented to me 
by M. D. Collins, superintendent of 
schools of the state of Georgia for 
$2,562,869.75, on February 8, 1935. 
This application I signed, on that date. 
The reason I signed the application 
was that I knew that the people of 
Georgia would pay their proportionate 
part.of tax money to the federal .gov- 
erament, and the only way Georgia 
eould protect herself was to apply for 
it as the other states of the Union 
were applying and receiving.

Georgia has followed the democratic 
national platform of 19382 and has re- 
duced her state taxes. 

While we were reducing state taxes 
we have been able to pay off five and 
a half million dollars back indebted- 


ness. 

“While Georgia was reducing taxes 
and paying back indebtedness, she did 
accede to the spirit of the telegram of 
Hon. L. R. Alderman, quoted above, 
and by an act of the general assembly 
of 1935, $1,529,000, which had been 
saved from overhead expenses of the 
State Highway Department, was di- 
verted for school purposes. 

This act of the legislature gave an 
increase to the funds for educational 
purposes in Georgia of a million and 
a half dollars for 1935. 

President Roosevelt states that Ala- 
bama_ increased her revenue for 
schools, one million dollars and there- 
fore should receive additional help 
from the federal government. Geor- 
gia increased her revenue over a mil- 
lion and a half dollars. Yet this fact 
is not recognized by the President of 
the United States when it refers to 
the state of Georgia. 

Sacredness of Debts. 

In conclusion, I wish to call your 
attention to the fact that Georgia real- 
izes the sacredness of outstanding 
debts. 

Georgia realizes the importance of 
paying them promptly before addition- 
al debts are incurred. 

The payment of debts is a virtue, 
not only when practiced by individ- 
uals, but when practiced by govern- 
ments. 

Evidently this duty of honest gov- 
ernment is not appreciated or particu- 
larly comforting to the .present ad- 
ministration in Washington. 

I would like to call your. attention 
to Article 1, Section 2, Paragraph 3, 
of the constitution of the United 
States. 

Read the first part of Paragraph 3; 

“Representatives and direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among 
the several states which may be 
included within this union, ac- 
cording to their respective num- 
bers.” 

What does this mean? 

If Alabama and South Carolina, 
Oklahoma, or any other state of the 
union is entitled to one nickel of the 
direct taxes for school purposes, Geor- 
gia is entitled. to her proportionate 
part, under the constitution of the 
United States, 

I am of the opinion that the su- 
preme court of the United States 
would affirm an injunction on paying 
out this money in any other way.

At the time the I. C. C. order was 
issued and in its. plea to the court, 
the state commission contended if the 
railroads carried .out the I..0. C. or- 
der to its full force and effect they 
would have to drop a number of truck 
competitive rates and other low rates 
which they had put in to meet com- 
petition. Although the rates fixed by 
the I. C. C. have gone into effect 
and were in effect while the court 
debated the state commission’s plea, 
the truck competitive rates and other 
schedules designed to meet competition 
were not canceled.

SEAT«LE, Wash., Aug. 12.—(?)— 
Fire fighters, their lines flung around 
forests of the northwest, were re- 
ported victorions at least temporarily 
tonight over all but one major con- 
flagration.

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THE PRESIDENT MISINFORMED 

The reply of Governor Talmadge 
to the letter of Président Roosevelt 
to Representative Braswell Deen, of 
Georgia, in which the President 
charges that the state government 
has diverted a large part of its 
school funds for other purposes 
than the payment of its teachers, 
is interesting, indicating conclu- 
Sively that the President has been 
misinformed.

Mr. Roosevelt 


Sees It Through. 

There is something in the attitude 
toward life of President Roosevelt 

ich inspires confidence. Amidst 
the currénts and cross-currents of 
political movements, in the mae}strom 
of economic divergencies between vari- 
ous sections of our huge land, a con- 
tinent in itself, we should not forget, 
with storms sweeping about him and 
subsiding only to start up again, he 
retains that cool-headedness and mas- 
sive calm which will prove the salva- 
tion of America. 

There are some who compare 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to Hitler, or 
to Mussolini, or to Stalin. He has 
nothing in common with these men, 
except that he also is the responsible 
head of a state, The others certainly 
do a lot of talking about serving the 
common weal and of framing their 
policies in that direction, but they 
follow it up in practice with the most 
sinister discrimination against one 
class, or one religion, or one group 
in society. Here it is the Jews who 
must suffer, who are excluded from 
the national life, there it is every- 
body who does not happen to be born 
a proletarian, who cannot be a full- 
fledged citizen, in still another place 
the wealth of the nation is poured 
into senseless armaments. 

If I were to make a comparison, 1 
would rather stay at home. I would 
like to follow the line of the Roose- 
velts back to that very Nicholas van 
Roosevelt, who sailed from the port of 
Delftshaven, in the sixteenth century, 
and who settled in the forests beyond 
New Amsterdam to hew himself a 
home and live a decent, independent 
life. I am a fellow of queer starts 
and hesitations. When am about 
to embark in an airplane, I first look 
at the pilot. I have never traveled 
on a’French plane, but when I see 
that the pilot is a Dutchman or a 
German I do not hesitate for a mo- 
ment. Some years ago in Friedrich- 
shafen I was invited to make a trip, 
the trial trip, of the Graf Zeppelin. 

refused. But when I had seen 
Hugo Eckener and had had a talk 
with him (the conversation had noth- 
ing to do with aeronautics), I came 
back on my decision. Hugo Eckener 
simply oozes confidence. And he has 
proven sufficiently, I should ‘say, 
where so many others have failed, 
that he is worthy of it. 

Well, when I think of Roosevelt 

there always goes through my subcon- 
scious mind a quick kaleidoscopic 
procession of blue-eyed navigators, 
marine and otherwise, men with sou’- 
westers firmly attached under their 
protruding chins, peering into the dis- 
tance, swinging the wheel over when 
the course needs changing, wrinkle- 
faced men, tight-lipped fellows, hard, 
enduring, enjoying the gusts of salty 
air and not afraid of the first cloud 
on the horizon. In that procession 
I place Roosevelt, or rather my mind 
does. As I said, the process is a sub- 
conscious one. If I were one of Pro- 
fessor Gunther’s adepts, I would prob- 
ably say it is a racial response, race 
calling unto race, or something of 
that som. At any rate there it ls. 
I do not deny that racial antece- 
dents play an important part in an 
individual’s formation and _ even 
though Mr. Roosevelt is an American 
of 400 years standing, certain of his 
characteristics are typically Dutch, 
that is, typical of that people who 
have formed the backbone of every 
land to which they have emigrated. 


And why did the Dutch emigrate? 
Most of them, in the far-off days of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s forefathers, for re- 
ligious reasons, for freedom’s sake, for 
liberty of thought and conscience, 
That Dutch characteristic lives on 
strongly in Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
I was in Holland not long ago and 
at a railway station where my train 
halted for a time stood a group of 
fishers. You would have been sur- 
prised to notice, as 1 did, how much 
the features of those dour and grim 
seafarers reminded me of the face of 
Mr. Roosevelt. There was something 
in those faces which taught me his- 
tory. They said, without actually 
speaking a word, “Men tried to sub- 
ject us, the elements were against us, 
powers decided to crush us and wipe 
us from the face of the earth.

But whenever or 
wherever the health authorities en- 
deavor to enforce a quarantine 
against dogs running at large, always 
some cranks arise in rebellion and 
vociferously plead for protection of 
the dogs from the cruelty of confine- 
ment or restraint on leash or muzzle, 
and the solons always heed this plea. 
I love dogs, at least dogs that wag 
their tails when you speak—I don’t 
like brutes that greet you stiff-legged 
and with tail at the ready. I shed 
tears when Tony took his strychnin. 
I have a portrait of Tony over my 
desk—the handsomest wirehair you 
ever grinned at; a noble head, 1 dare 
say.

Perhaps I had better describe” the 
process that will be followed here at 
the Welaka farm next year in rais- 
ing quail rather than that which is 
now under way, since production at 
the Welaka farms will be from pen- 
raised stock next season. 


The adult birds will be’ paired and 
placed in breeding pens, which are so 
constructed that they .ay moved 
from one place to another for each 
breeding season. Patterns for this 
and other quail pens may be had from 
the Georgia Department of Game and 
Fish, which is distributing the “Quai 
Breeding anual” prepared by th 
foundatio “More Game Biirds_in 
America.” 

_In the breeding pens the birds are 
disturbed as little as possible. Eggs 
are taken from the nests by means of 
a long-handled spoon so that the odor 
of the human hand will not be left 
in the nest. The birds are fed twice 
daily and small amounts are given at 
each feeding. This is done in order 
to keep down any loss of birds from 
eating mildewed grain which is .sure 
to be left in the pen if too much grain 
is scattered. The feed is placed in a 
small wooden box, which helps to keep 
down such scattering. While a com- 
mercial bird food is being used this 
year, it is planned to feed natural 
foods next season, which will be pro- 
duced in a nursery established for 
that purpose. 

An accurate record of the laying of 
each pair is kept, so that the best 
strains may be kept over for breeders 
the following year. Low producing 
pairs will be culled and shipped out 
for restocking. while those high in egg 
—- will be kept for breeding 
stock, 


Eggs are collected onty once a 
week, so that a minimum disturbance 
of the nest will result. The cleanest 
and therefore freshest egg is left in 
the nest to encourage continued lay- 
ing. The eggs are then taken to the 
incubator house and placed in travs, 
where they are held for setting. No 
egg is held more than four days after 
being collected from the nest. The 
eggs are candled and set in time to 
bring off the chicks on week-ends, 
purely for the sake of uniformity and 
regularity in the work. 

The eggs must be turned, also. Some 
breeders turn eggs twice a day, but 
here they are turned every four hours, 
by the clock. There is not a diiffer- 
ence of 15 minutes, either, in this 
schedule. There is not, as a matter 
of fact, more than five minutes in the 
hand turning of unset eggs. and the 
turning of eggs in the incubator is 
done to the minute. Every four hours, 
day and night. this turning is done, 
and the man in charge of the incubat- 
ing plant has a bell at the head of his 
bed that rings every time the incubator 
is open for turning. He wakes, looks 
at his watch, and if all is well, he 
goes back toe sleep. If not. he gets 
up to ascertain the reason for delay. 
So far, he has not been up at night 
to check on his night shift. These 
men are all anxious to see the birds 
do well and there is no slip-shod work 
here at all. It is not tolerated.

Emergency Supply of Food 
Ordered in Event of Pro- 


longed Isolation.

PALMER, Alaska. Aug. 12.—With 
frost already having touched the Ma- 
tanuska valley’and snow fringing 
mountain horizons, colonists and con- 
struction men are preparing to hole- 
in for the winter. 

While any announcement may be 
withheld for a month, it is probable 
that Colonel Hunt, administrator, will 
call for volunteers among transients 
to remain for what construction can 
be done after heavy snows. Most 
transients signed up only until Octo- 
ber 31. In days when shortsighted 
figuring failed to show through the 
optimism of the “history makers,” 
some construction officials even talked 
of getting out by October 15. 

‘The winter construction camp likely 
will consist of tents lined with wall- 
board and heated by two stoves. Work- 
ers would keep plugging away on the 
community center and might occasion- 
ally help colonists unable to do inside 
cottage finishing. 

Food Ordered. 

Already a month’s emergency sup- 
ply of food has been ordered for the 
colonists to guard against any _pro- 
longed isolation from the states by 
extremely severe weather. ‘This is to 
be in addition to a month's supply reg- 
ularly stocked in the commissary. 

In addition, the colonists have been 
putting in orders for winter clothing. 
They are buying this on credit through 
the corporation. When they left home 
they had expected to get a complete 
clothing supply for a year from their 
home state. Now word comes that 
Minnesota has supplied all the cloth- 
ing it intends to. Wisconsin is unheard 
from, and Michigan indefinite but 
“willing to do the right thing,” ac- 
ee to Director Don Irwin. 

Rather than take chances on not 
getting clothing, the colonists have 
been told to place individual orders 
with the expectation that they'll pay 
for what they get as they have been 
doing—but not without complaints. 

Refuse Hand Machines. 

Complaints also keep bobbing up 
on equipment for houses. Fifty hand- 
operated washing machines arrived but 
several settlers are refusing to take 
them, asserting they should get gaso- 
line motivated machines. Since those, 
too, come on credit, they choose to

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 12.—(4)— 
Cotton reacted to favorable weather 
reports today and after holding under 
the previous close for the entire ses- 
sion, ended from 5 to 16 points lower. 

The cotton growing regions had ex- 
cellent climatic conditions for the crop 
over the week-end and the map today 
showed that they were being carried 
over into the new week. East of the 
river, needed rains were falling in 
Alabama, Georgia and the Carolinas, 
while in Texas and Oklahoma it was 
hot and dry. Some reports from Okla- 
homa were received that rains were 
needed, but for the most part, crop 
conditions continued to be above nor- 
mal. 

Lower cables also induced light of- 
ferings in the early trading as reports 
from Liverpool indicated that light of- 
ferings were meeting few takers. 

Near months were subjected to the 
most pressure and closed within a 
point or so of the lows for the day 
as October ended at 11.08, December 
at 10.91 and January at 10.88.

Conflicting Opinions. 

Now that the question of a loan 
appears to be. fairly definitely settled 
for some time the trade has expressed 
conflicting opinions regarding the ac- 
tion by Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace. Some have asserted that a more 
definite indication of the government’s 
future action would be desirable, while 
others have warmly praised Wallace's 
action.

“In view of the insistent pressure 
for immediate loan announcement com- 
ing not only from political sources, 
but even from certain neurasthenic 
elements in the textile industry, the 
secretary had displayed both courage 
and wisdom in deciding to await de- 
velopments hefore taking any action 
on the loan problem.”

Brilliant Prospects for Crops 
Bring Sharp Breaks in 
All Grain Figures.

Representative Wilcox, democrat, 
Florida, author of the measure, had 
estimated $120,000,000 would be 
needed to construct new bases au- 
thorized and improve established ones. 
He hoped some of the money would 
be provided by the public works ap- 
propriation. 

In creating new bases, the War 
Department is directed to consider six 
specific strategic areas: The Pacific 
northwest, Alaska, the Atlantic 
northeast, the southeastern states, the 
southeastern Atlantic and Caribbean 
area adjacent to the Panama Canal, 
and the Rocky mountain region where 
a supporting base for transcontinen- 
tal plane maneuvers and storage of 
supplies might be located. 

In addition, intermediate bases are 
authorized to back up the frontier 
points, assist concentration of the gen- 
eral headquarters air force and fa- 
cilitate cross-continent flying. 

A brief international flurry, bring- 
ing inquiries from the Canadian gov- 
ernment, was prompted by a disclo- 
sure Major General Charles E. Kil- 
bourne, while assistant chief of staff 
of the army, had told the house mil- 
itary committee the provision for in- 
termediate fields was “camouflaged” 
to allowed a base on the Canadian 
border. 

House members’ were quick to 
point out Canada has several bases 
within a hundred miles of the Ameri- 
can boundary.

NEAR U.S, ARSENALS 


Measure Is Taken as Safety 
One To Prevent Crashes 
Among Explosives. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—(?)— 

Seeking to prevent possible airplane 
crashes into the government's stores 
of high explosives, President Roose- 
velt today prohibited civil aircraft 
from flying over 24 army and naval 
arsenals, ordnance reservations and 
ammunition depots. 
' High military officials said this 
effort was behind the: President’s ex- 
ecutive order. Specifically, it prohib- 
ited civilian flying through the. “air- 
space” over military and naval re- 
serve ‘for reasons of public safety.” 

War Department aids discounted 
speculation that the’ new prohibition 
had anything to do with a “spy 
scare,” 

Army officials said the question of 
prohibiting civil planes from flying 
over arsenals and ammunition dumps 
had been under advisement for a long 
period. They contended it was obvious
